UNIVERSITY HELD ON THURSDAY, JUNE 10, 1976, AT NOON

OPEN SESSION 

1. Chairman's remarks 
Mr. Duff shared with the Board a recent and informal conversation which he had had with 
some members of the faculty and administration concerning the work of the Board and 


handed out a copy of an editorial in "The Montreal Star's of May 19, 1976, entitled "Our 
universities: what of the future?", an editorial which bore on that conversation. 


2. Minutes of the previous (May 13, 1976) Meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved. 


3. Business arising out of the minutes 


(1) Motion to amend 12 (B) (ii) of the By-laws 


Dr. McGraw, in whose name this motion stood, moved to withdraw it. His motion was 
seconded and carried. 


(11) Selection of faculty members for nomination to the Board 


The following motion was moved by Professor Maag, seconded by Dr. MclIlhone and 
carried: 


"THAT the six (6) faculty members, who are on the Board of Governors for the 
1976-77 year, be asked to form a committee to study the best way to select 
faculty members for nomination to the Board of Governors and to report their 
findings to the Board by the October 1976 meeting, if possible." 


Committee reports 


: Report of the Executive Committee 


The Chairman, who is also Chairman of the Executive Committee, reported that the 
Committee had met on May 28 to approve the degrees, diplomas and certificates for the 
Spring 1976 Convocations. 


Mr. Duff moved, and Professor Bordan seconded, a motion to approve the action of the 
Executive Committee. The motion was carried. 


Rector's remarks 
The Rector reported that the final report of the Trustees of the Part-time Students’ 


Association dealing with the new arrangements for the P.T.S.A. had been received. Copies 
would be distributed with the Minutes. 


Staff reports 

(i) Father Graham moved the official disbanding of the Task Force on Council 
Organization of Student Services, coupling this with a recommendation that the 
Board express its thanks to the Task Force. 


This motion was seconded and carried. 


The Secretary was instructed to write to the members of the Task Force thanking 
them for their work. 


(i1) Professor Martin spoke of the need for the Board to increase the amount of 
insurance which the University held and mentioned the companies involved: 


"It was moved, seconded and unanimously resolved that, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 3-1-5 of the Trust Deed dated May 3, 1976 between Société 


Nationale de Fiducie and the University, fire and extended coverage insurance in 
the amount of $112, 920,359 be approved, the whole as more fully set out in a 
letter from Reed Shaw Stenhouse Limited dated June 3, 1976, and in their Cover 
Note No. 21658 dated June 1, 1976. It was further resolved that the insurance 
companies listed on p age 3 of the aforementioned Cover Note be approved as 
acceptable to the University. It was further resolved that the boiler and machinery 
insurance coverage be approved as set out in Policy No. 23-9864 of the General 
Accident Assurance Company of Canada." 


Correspondence 


The Secretary read a letter from Dr. W. Feindel, Director of the Montreal Neurological 
Institute, thanking the Board for its thoughtful message of sympathy to Mrs. Penfield 
and her family, as well as to the staff of the Montreal Neurological Institute, on the 
occasion of the death of Dr. Wilder Penfield, O.M. 


New Business 
(i) Ombudsman 


The Rector moved that Mrs. Barbara Goldberg be confirmed as an Ombudsman 
(SGW) for the remainder of her two-year term, during which she will not be 
teaching. 


The Rector's motion was seconded and carried. 


(11) Motion to amend Article 12 (C) (ii) of the By-laws 


This proposed amendment was being put forward to enable the Advisory 
Committee on Part-time Student Affairs on the SGW Campus to appoint a 
P.T.S.A. representative to the Board of Governors. It was moved by the 
Chairman, seconded by Father Graham and carried: 


"THAT Article 12 (C) (ii) of Section V of the General By-Laws of the 
Corporation be deleted and replaced by the following, this amendment to 
take effect upon receipt of a nomination from the Advisory Committee as 
named therein: 


SECTION V 


GOVERNORS 


Article 12 
(C) 


(11) ‘One (1) Governor who shall be nominated from among its student 
members by the Advisory Committee on part-time student affairs on the 
Sir George Williams Campus.’ " 


(iii) Approval of the Constitution of the Day Students' Association 


The Board had approved this constitution in principle at an earlier meeting and the 
wording had since been vetted by the University's lawyer and discussed with the Day 
Students’ Association. 


On a motion of the Rector, seconded by Mr. Frampton, the Board ratified the document 
as submitted. 


(iv) | Commission on Rights and Responsibilities of the Concordia Community 


Dr. O'Brien briefly recounted the history of this item which had recently been 
tabled by the Board. Subsequently, Senate had passed, on May 31, 1976, the 
Resolution which had been circulated to the Board recommending the 
establishment of the Commission as soon as possible. 


The Rector moved the following resolution, which was seconded and carried: 


"THAT the Board of Governors implement the establishment of its 
Commission on Rights and Responsibilities with the change in the method 
of appointing student members which was recommended in the Senate 
resolution of May 31, 1976 which the Board had before it." 


(v) Composition of the Computer Science Committee 


The Rector proposed, at the request of Senate, the following change in the 
composition of the Computer Science Committee: 


"Add '1 representative of the Library, appointed by the Director of 
Libraries. Delete the last line in the current list of membership and replace 
it by '2 students, one of whom must be from the Bachelor of Computer

The Rector's motion was seconded by Mr. Horgan and carried.

Renewal of liquor permits 


The Chairman pointed out that the time had come to apply for the renewal of the 
two (2) liquor permits which Concordia held. 


Dr. MclIlhone proposed and Mr. Malone seconded the following resolution, which 
was carried: 


"Be it resolved: 


That Mr. J.A. Woodcock, Assistant Vice-Rector, Services, be and is 
hereby authorized to apply for the renewal of a Reception Permit on 
behalf of Concordia University for the purposes of receptions to be held at 
Concordia, or on its campuses, for university purposes." 


Dr. MclIlhone proposed and Mr. Frampton seconded the following resolution, 
which was carried: 


"Be it resolved: 


That Mr. J.A. Woodcock, Assistant Vice-Rector, Services, be and is 
hereby authorized to apply, on behalf of Concordia University, for the 
renewal of a Bar Permit where music and dancing shall be allowed on the 
7th floor of the Hall Building, being part of Floor Plan H721, located at 
1455 de Maisonneuve Boulevard West, Montreal, and forming part of Sir 
George Williams campus of Concordia University." 


Recommendation from the Board of Graduate Studies on credits for internship. 


The Rector moved the following resolution which was seconded by Professor 
Maag and carried: 


"THAT the credits for internship required for the Ph.D. (Psychology) 
programme be exempted from fee payment beyond a minimum of six (6) 
credits." 


Report of the Nominating Committee. 


Replacement of Governors: elections to the Corporation 


The Chairman announced that the Board had received from the Sir George 
Williams Day Students' Association the nomination of Mr. Richard Coveduck, 
Executive Vice-President, as its representative to the Board for 1976/77 in 


succession to Mr. G. Frampton. The Board had also received from the Graduate 
Students' Association the nomination of Mr. Willy Kotiuga as a replacement for 
Mr. S. Vavalidis. The Loyola Students' Association wished to retain Mr. Michael 
Horgan as its representative on the Board and the L.E.S.A. had re-nominated Mr. 
C. Wisniewski. 


Senate had nominated Professors S. McEvenue, S. Kubina, R. Wall and M.S. 
Dubas as faculty representatives on the Board. 


Mr. Fred Kerner and Mr. John Pepper had been re-nominated by their respective 
associations as their representatives on the Board. 


It was moved by the Chairman, seconded by Mr. Malone and carried: 


"THAT the nominations to the Board be accepted and referred to the 
Corporation for confirmation." 


Report of the Nominating Committee 


Mr. McNaughton reported that the Nominating Committee had nominated Mr. 
Dudley Dawson and Mr. Maurice Bourgault as replacements for Dr. J. McIlhone 
and Mr. J.R. Hannan. It had recommended that retiring Governors, Dr. J. 
MclIlhone and Mr. J.R. Hannan, be appointed by the Board of Governors to the 
Advisory Board. 


The Nominating Committee had re-nominated Mr. C.S. Malone and Mr. P.M. 
McEntyre for re-election to the Board for a period of three years. 


The Nominating Committee had also re-nominated Mr. C.A. Duff for a period of 
one year as Chairman of the Board, Mr. C.S. Malone as first Vice-Chairman for a 
term of one year and Mr. E.A. Lemieux for a term of one year as second 


Vice-Chairman. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the report of the Nominating Committee 
was approved by the Board. 


Elections to the Corporation 
The following resolution was then moved, seconded and carried: 


"THAT the following persons be elected members of the Corporation 
filling vacancies and replacing members retiring from the Corporation:

Mr. Frampton thanked the Board for the way it had welcomed him and worked 
with him as the representative of the Day Students' Association. His remarks 
were greeted with applause. 


The Chairman expressed his warm thanks to Dr. MclIlhone and Mr. Hannan for 
their cooperation with him during their term of office. He stressed particularly the 
collaboration of Mr. Hannan who had served three terms and had been most 
helpful in the work of the Student Services area. 


The Chancellor expressed his great thanks to the Chairman for the monumental 
work which he had done on behalf of the University. 


Mr. Hemens then moved a vote of confidence in the Chairman which was carried 
by acclamation. 


In closing, the Chairman congratulated the Chancellor on his chairmanship of the 


Convocations which were still in progress and coupled the administration with his 
congratulations. 


10. Date and place of next meeting 
The next meeting will take place on Thursday, September 9 at noon in the Hall 


Building. There will be no meetings in July or August except at the call of the 
chair.
